By  the 
year  2UU0,  this  number  Is 
expected  to  increase  to  nearly 
40  million.  In  the  United  States 
alone,  688,200  people  were 
reported  to  have  been  infected 
with  the  disease  as  of  1998.

Move  to  Division  I  doesn't  add  up 


great  interest  as  IPnv  has  discussed  its  inter- 
est in  moving  to  Division  1-A.  Although  most 

■  of  what  has  been  reported  could  be  charac- 
.   Icrlzed  as  in  favor  of  the  move,  I  feel  that 

■  there  are  several  issues  which  have  been 
either  overlooked  or  misinterpreted. 

First  of  all,  why  is  IPRV  so  interested  In 
joining  the  Mid-Continent  Conference?  As 
someone  who  has  worked  in  Division  I  athlet- 
ics for  four  years,  I  can  tell  you  that  the  MCC 
:  Is  nothing  more   than  a  conference  of 
orphans.  Not  only  does  It  lack  geographic 
borden,  but  also  through  inclusion  of  point 
•  Division  1  members  lUPUI.  Missouri,  Kansas 
:  City  and  Southern  Utah,  it  lacks  both  siablli- 
:  ty  and  credibility,  furthermore,  if  IPFW  has 

■  no  plans  to  start  a  football  program,  why  not 
:  pursue  admittance  into  the  Midwestern 
:  Collegiate  Conference  through  admittance  to 

the  -superior  MCC?"  Fort  Wayne  fans  would 
bi;  allowed  to  watch  competition  In  a  decent 
basketball  league  which  includes  Butler, 
Cleveland  State  and  Detroit  Mercy. 

Prior  to  discussing  conference  afniia- 
:  tlon,  perhaps  IPFW  should  rc-cvamine  the 
pursuit  of  Division  I  status  by  looking  at  its 
facilities  and  past  athletic  department  suc- 
cess. With  the  e.vception  of  the  Gates  Center, 
IPFW  has  no  facilities  that  could  be  regarded 
as  Division  I  quality.  Furthermore,  even  if 
the  school  did,  it  would  not  In  itself  guaran- 
tee success  In  Division  I.  I  consider  the  case 
of  lUPUI.  Although  lUPUI's  campus  is  home 
to  the  RCA  Tennis  Championships,  the 
United  States  National  Swimming  and  Diving 
Team,  and  has  hosted  the  Division  I  Track 
and  Field  Outdoor  National  Championships. 
Ihcir  move  lo  recent  Division  I  status  has 
1  the

cring  this  jump  to  Division  l-A? 

Although  this  seems  rational,  il  seems  as 
if  i)  has  somehow  been  overlooked.  As  a 
result,  it  should  be  noted  and  taken  into  con- 
sideration that,  with  the  exception  of  the 
men's  volleyball  team  which  has  competed 
nationally  in  Division  I  for  years,  IPFW  has 
not  been  able  to  provide  another  program 
capable  of  winning  a  Division  11  national 
championship.  Furthermore,  it  should  be 
noted  that  until  IPFW  can  compete  with 
Division  II  powerhouses  like  Tampa,  Florida 
Southern  and  North  Alabama,  there  is  little 
chance  of  beating  Division  1  opponents. 

Finally,  and  most  Importantly,  how  will 
the  move  to  Division  1  help  IPFW  in  deielop- 
Ing  community  interest  and  support? 
Through  making  the  jump  lo  Division  I,  it  is 
logical  to  believe  that  IPFW  would  initially 
struggle.  Is  it  too  much  of  a  reach  to  beliG\'e 
that  Fort  Wayne  fans  would  be  turned  off  b} 
consistently  losing?  Perhaps  one  could  argue 
negatively  by  believing  that  fans  would  be 
pacified  by  seeing  quality  Division  1  oppo' 
nents  lo  campus  Instead  of  playing  ihc  lower 
echelon  division  opponents  like  Youngsiown 
Slate  and  Oakland.  One  must  ask  themselves 
then  If  they  are  more  willing  to  pay  to  ivaich 
these  leams  than  IPFW's  current  Division  II 
competition? 

As  someone  who  makes  his  career  In 
athletics.  1  look  forward  lo  witnessing  the 
evoluUon  of  IPFW  athletics.  Il  must  be  staled, 
however,  Ihat  the'jump  lo  Division  I  dtjes  not 
guarantee  success.  Instead  a  school  must  pre- 
sent the  facililics  and  athletic  iraditlon  nec- 
essary to  atlnici  Division  1  athletics  and  staff. 
Therefore,  prior  to  making  the  move,  IPFW 
should  consider  these  areas  to  ensure  that 
ihc  eventual  jump  is  a  successful  one.
